says the BC Cloud Journal Presa 
Gov.* Clough has made a good gover­ 
nor, he is a man o f the people, and is 
not ashamed of the fact that he owes 
his success in life to hard work. His 
success would give notice to the 
world that Minnesota still stands for 
good government aud honest money. 
The election of John Lind wonld be 
accepted as notice that we had joined 
the populists procession along with 
Kansas. 
We can’t afford the experi­ 
ment. 


T b s free silverites have two features 
to their argument—same as they have 
two candidates for vice-president, says 
the Little Falls Transcript. 
One 
argument is that free silver will make 
money cheaper—and the next is that 
the laboring man’s.dollar will be just 
as valuable to bun as now. Whichever 
of these arguments a sound money 
speaker discusses, the siderite at once 
advances his other position. If the 
sound money man says that a 53-cent 
dollar will injury the country, the 
free siderite declares the silver dollar 
will be as good as gold. If the sound 
money man declares that a continu­ 
ance of all money as good as gold, 
will not insure a.man getting a dollar 
any easier than heretofore, the free 
silverite claims that his plans will 
provide a cheaper dollar. 


How many of our citizens have silver 
bullion to be coined free at the mints? 
None. On the other hand how many 
of oar citizens would be benefitted by 
opening the mills, factories and shops 
of the United States to tbs laborers of 
America? 
And the answer comes 
that every man, be he laborer, me­ 
chanic, tradesman, or whatever voca­ 
tion he follows, would at once be 
placed where the benefits of industry 
and thrift could be appreciated. Aud 
still there are people who cry out, 
“give us free silver,” when the fact is 
that it would be much harder to get A 
dollar under such circumstances than 
it is now, and we think nearly every 
one appreciates the fact that condi 
tions should be bettered instead of 
made worse. 
Just how these people 
expect to get something for nothing 
(barring the mine owners) is beyond 
our comprehension. 


Appeal* to Prejudice and Paaaion. 
We are accustomed to tbiuk that 
such aa occurrence as the French 
Revolution is impossible in our coun­ 
try, sajB the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. This may be true, and yet there 
are certain traits and qualities of 
human nature which are never en­ 
tirely subdued by civilization, aud 
which are the same in a1! count rise. 
We have passed safely through several 
severe tests of our ability to avert 
social aud political combustion, but 
we have never before had just such a 
situation as the present one to face. 
A great party is seeking control of the 
government by appeals to prejudice 
and passion, to mercenary aud insur­ 
rectionary instincts. It aims to array 
classes against one another in a violent 
way, and to' substitute emotion and 
excitement for intelligent and tem­ 
perate discussion. Possibly our com­ 
fortable theory that political explo­ 
sives 
are comparatively harmless 
when permitted to have free action, 
and that the influences of reason and 
patriotism are a sufficient protection 
against anarchy, is correct, bat, at the 
same time, there is some room for 
doubt, and it is best not to be too cer­ 
tain where there is so much at atake. 
The part of wisdom is to look at the 
matter soberly, and with a due sense 
cf the obligation that rests upon all 
good citizens to see that seditious and 
destructive forces do not gain ascend­ 
ency in oar affairs. 


Free .Government vs. Free Silver. 
The Colorado Republicans on Wed­ 
nesday in convention assembled while 
they believe in the free coinage of 
silver are loyal to their country’s in­ 
terests and accept the assn ranees of 
the republican party that its* efforts 
will be devoted to the securing of an 
international agreement for the un­ 
limited coinage of silver and the res­ 
olutions end as follows: 
“We favor free silver, but we value 
free government more, aud, while the 
success of the party upon the Chicago 
platform might bring silver mono­ 
metallism, it wonld afford no hope of 
bimetallism in this country.” 


I t is a great fad for our neighbor, 
and in fact all free silverites, to claim 
that the people who favor the gold 
standard are in league with the 
Britishers, iQ fact it is a stock argu 
meat. But how about these free 
(but limited) silverites who are sup­ 
porting Bryan for president, a man 
who worked as hard for free trade, 
while a member of congress, as any 
member of that body ? 
England 
woald be benefitted a hundred fold by 
free trade, and Bryan is an advocate 
of that theory which would permit 
the old world to ship and supply the 
American people with foreign made 
goods, thus throwing American work­ 
men out of employment. Bryan sod 
Towne, for when Towne supports 
Bryao he is advocating his principles, 
are attempting to pull the wool over 
the eyes of the public in regard to 
this matter. 
Republicans who favor 
protection to home industry and who 
have been hoodwinked to believe in 
this free silver fallacy will do well to 
study the question before deciding to 
vote for Bryan, whose election would 
mean free trade, as well as free silver. 
Your vote from president down should 
be cast for men who will protect this 
country from the invasion of foreign 
goods made by the paupor labor of 
the old world to the detriment of our 
American institutions. 


The ticket put up by the Populists 
on Monday evening certainly oannot 
appeal very largely to their friends in 
various parts of the county for sup­ 
port. The slate was dictated by the 
Democratic managers, and as a re­ 
turn the Democrats will put no county 
ticket in the field. The raok and file 
of the Democratic party, however, 
will not support the nominees, ae the 
agreement n®*er could have been 
carried out bed more than a handful 
of the faithful known what was going 
on. The full strength of tfie Populist 
vote will not be given it either, for 
the reason that the only Populist oui 
j side of Mr. Errickson who sought an 
I endorsement at their hands, Mr. W. H. 
Everest, for auditor, was turned com­ 
pletely down, and Mr. John Hoop, a 
life-long Democrat, nominated over 
him by an overwhelming vote. Tak­ 
ing it altogether the Demopops could 
not have engineered the matter in any 
more succeesfnl a manner to insure 
the defeat of the whole ticket. 


The Outlook is Fine. 
H. C. Head, the Republican candi­ 
date from Mille Lacs county for the 
legislature, was in the city from Satur­ 
day till Monday noon. 
He had been 
in Crow Wing county and parts of 
Todd county, and everywhere found 
the Republican party in excellent 
condition with good prospects. He 
regards the outlook as excellent for 
the legislative ticket in this district, 
find the conditions certainly justify 
bim in being hopeful. Not for many 
years have the chances* for success 
been so favorable to the ticket rn this 
district. 
Mr. Head is not as well 
known as t^e others on the ticket, 
Messrs. Ferns, Jones and Hartshorn, 
but he is popular where he is known, 
and deserves the hearty supfiort of all 
Opponents of the Deu)opop combina­ 
tion.—Little Falls Transcript. 


Silver Fails to Advance. 
Within a little less thau two weeks 
wheat has Advanced nearly 9 centry 
flax has advanced 6 cents, and dnly 
cotton $10 a bale, says the Canton 
Repository. 
According to “Coin” 
Harvey whose claim is that the fall in 
farm products is due to the fall in 
silver, silver should have advanced 
proportionately to these farm product 
figures. But it has not. 
The white 
metal rn bar still lingers at 65 and 66 
cents an ounce.

The prosperity of the working classes 
lives, moves and has its being in es- 
tablished credit and a steady medium 
of payment.

Ex-President Harrison put the im­ 
possibility of restoring the old ratio 
of IO to I between silver and gold by 
the bare fiat of the United States alone, 
without support from the other com­ 
mercial nations, very forcibly in his 
speech tile other night. He said that 
the government could fix its money 
unit and declare any coinage ratio it 
chooses to do, “but it cannot say find 
enforce its decree, if you should call 
out the regular army and navy, find 
muster all our great modem ships, and 
add the militia, and put William J. 
Bryan in command of them—it cannot 
enforce the decree that 16 ounces of 
silver are the equivalent of I 022CC ut 
gold.” 
Tile ratio of IO to I represented the 
difference of the commercial value pf 
gold nncj silver at a period when sil­ 
ver bullion was worth not less than 
$1.29 per ounce, and when coinage de­ 
mand existed in every civilised nation. 
$ilvec bullion was then worth in the 
market Just what It W’ould bring at all 
the European mints—naturally so. But 
to-day this universal mint demand no 
longer exists. Silver, to that egtofit, 
is no lopger in use. Tho result Is that 
silver bullion is freely offered at 53 
cents per ounce, and the supply vastly 
exceeds the demand. 
In the face of this condition it is 
proposed by the Bryan metallists to 
open our mints to free coinage of sil­ 
ver—and to attempt to impart, by the 
more stamp of the mint, the value of 
$1 to silver bullion which In all’tho 
world’s markets is to-day commerci­ 
ally worth on Iv 53 centi* 
,We are asked to do alone what all 
the other nations of the earth that lire 
in the same class have ceaskl to do, 
If our forefathers, and lf other nations 
ever since coinage began, could not 
disregard the differences in the com­ 
mercial values of silver and gold, how 
can we?

The Nebraska Experim ent Station, 
which has done much to promote this 
Industry, has published a special bul­ 
letin, explaining how and- av by prepar­ 
ation of the land for sugar beets should 
begin in the fall. The sooner the stub­ 
ble and av ceti s are plowed under, lf 
only to a depth of three Inches, the 
better, followed by a spike harrow to 
make a loose layer of soil on top to 
prevent 
evaporation. 
It has 
been 
shown that land so prepared lost only 
one-third aa much Avater by evapora­ 
tion as laud having a firmly packed 
surface. Unless the land is very rich, 
spread well-rotted manure after the 
shallow plowing, which Avill add to the 
yield and probably something to the 
sugar content. 
Subsoil aud surface 
plow in the fall, or if that canuot lie 
done, plow as deeply as possible. The 
extrem e dry rn “ss of the air and soil 
in most sections Avhere sugar beets are 
grown, makes it im portant that man­ 
ure should lie Avell rotted. If the beets 
are to follow corn, clear off the stalks 
and harrow thorough!/. 
In the fall, 
the phi aa' ran be run twelve or fifteen 
inches deep, Aviille if not done until 
spring, it Is hardly safe to turn up 
the soil much below the average depth 
of previous plowing—four to six inches.

pruliahly cf no clearly-defined owner­ 
ship, they {tassed quicklv, iii a whole­ 
sale wuy. bito the lethal chambers. 
Ixtmlon is rid of them, but at all our 
towns, the white terrier, with the odd 
markings, is still in the ascendant.

Farmer* Disapprove of the n a p af 
Rep latvia* After Corp. 
The Practical Farmer in a recent is­ 
sue bad a symposium of the views of 
farmers over a large section of the 
state on this qu?stljn: “In {rreparing 
corn land for wheat, whether it is best 
to replow or not, and will the wino 
treatment be applicable to oats stub­ 
ble?” Over twenty formers gave their 
views on this question, ami the great 
majority of them disapproved of the 
plan of replowing after corn, although 
a few preferred i t 
In our boyhood 
days It was always the custom to plow 
the ground In the foil, after the corn 
had been cut preparatory to sowing 
wheat, lait we never expected to secure 
as good a crop in this way as on land 
that had been thoroughly prepared pre­ 
viously. 
We did not suspect the rea­ 
son then, but it seems quite clear to 
us now. 
After working all summer 
long, in the cultivation of the corn, 
to prepare an Ideal seed bed for win­ 
ter wheat, solid at the bottom, loose, 
but not too fine at the top, it was 
simply foolish to undo all our work 
by plowing that ground. We are con­ 
vinced now, that had the corn been 
cut off low, and the drill used, we 
W’ould have secured a great deal better 
crop of wheat. 
With regard to oats stubble the case 
Is not so clear. The stubble is in the 
way, and Itesides, there is plenty of 
time, when a farmer wills It, to plow 
his oats stubble, and harrow’ and roll 
It tmtil he ran secure an ideal seed 
bcd. We once more rail the attention 
of our readers to the fact that there 
Is no time to be hist now In starting 
iu to prepare the ground for winter 
wheat. We w’ould burn off the stubble, 
where it will burn, so as to get rid of 
insects, kill the weeds that may he 
starting, etc. Plow the ground a rea­ 
sonable depth, and then harrow’ at 
once, and each week until about the 
middle of September, which is early 
enough iu this latitude to sow w’lnter 
wheat. 
We W’ould then use a press 
drill, where one ra il he had. aud wile re 
this cannot be had, would use the best 
drill that w’e could obtain. 
It was for a long time believed that 
winier wheat could not prove success­ 
ful in Iow’a. Tills is now’ shown to be 
a mistake, as winter w heat for a num­ 
ber of yrars has proved a better crop 
than spring wiieat, and we see no 
reason why it cannot Im* grown iii any 
part of the state on lands that have 
been subject to a clover rotation. We 
would not rare to iry it except iii an 
experimental way on other lands. To 
be successful, however, the seed lied 
must be thoroughly prepared, and it 
cannot lie prepared on land that bas 
lM*eii {flowed, unless th** plowing is 
done early, and th** harrowing lins been 
frequent, so as to secure the kind of 
seed lM*d that winter wheat invariably 
demands. It may Ik* said that wheat 
Is too low’ in price to justify its culti­ 
vation. 
Wheat is now as high as al­ 
most any other grain, and in fart pro­ 
portionately higher.—Wallace’s Farm­ 
er.

There are always a few who resort to 
tills practice and it Is injuring the 
reputation of all the western growers, 
We do not see why the western farm 
era should not realize as good prices 
for their corn as the Illinois formers 
providing the brush is well handled 
and of as good quality. The last few 
years the quality of their cora has 
not been up to the standard, but we 
trust that this year they will have 
fine quality of brush, which will bring 
the West to the front again.

chemicals had disappeared. At Rotlj- 
! a lusted, England, commercial fertilizer, 
heavily applied, gave au increased 
crop for the next nineteen years, the 
total increase being sixty-six bushels 
over an adjoining plat of the same 
size which received no fertilizer at the 
beginning. At the same place, a plat 
heavily dressed with baru manure has 
shown an increased yield for twenty- 
three years, though no fertilizer has 
been appli***! sine**, the total increase 
being 341 bushels, aud the last crop 
lK*ing double that of the plat which re­ 
ceived no fertilizer at the lM*giiiniug. 
Grain grown 
continuously on the 
sa me laud will recover only about one- 
third of the fertilizer applied; but if 
crops are grown in rotation, including 
grain, roots, and clover, all of the fer­ 
tilizer will Im? recovered. 
Dissolved bone-black was no more ef­ 
fective than phosphoric acid; but ntrate 
of soda was more solublt? and more 
readily taken up by growing crops 
than linseed meal, cottonseed meal, or 
dried blood.

E a r ly B lig h t In P o ta to e s. 
A press bulletin by Prof. L. H. ram* 
md, bearing the above title, lias just 
been issued by the Iowa Experiment 
Station, the publication being induced 
by reports from the Iowa Weather 
and Crop Service to the effect that 
“Early Blight” is reported to In' quite 
prevalent in Iowa this season, and has 
been on the increase for a number of 
years. Prof. Pa rn md says that while 
It has been to some extent confused 
with “Potato Rot” or “Late Blight" 
it is entirely distinct from it, the “Late 
Blight” not having lreen known, so 
for as he is aware, iu Iowa, and of the 
many specimens received by him lioth 
early and bite in the season, all prove 
to be “Early Blight." The description 
of the disease is as follows; 
The disease makes its appearance in 
early July and continues until the po­ 
tato plant dies. 
The affected loaves 
show circular spots, several of them 
frequently coalesce. The spots are usu­ 
ally found near one margin of the leaf. 
When great areas are involved, the leaf 
begins to dry and the edges to roll 
up as though scorched. Soon the whole 
leaf has a ^riveted appearance. 
A 
closer examination of these spots will 
repeal small brown masses which con- 
fcist of numerous spores or reproductive 
tiodtes. The tubers are always small. 
In some eases numerous small holes 
are found- 
flea-beetle. It may he responsible for 
some of the trouble and may help the 
fungus to get an entrance, but In most 
cases the fungus works independently 
of this insect. 
As a means of prevention Prof. Pum­ 
mel suggests treatment of the potatoes 
la tim field and thorough cultivation.

Winter wheat growers should recol­ 
lect that the Hessian fly does its first 
work on the early sown wheat in the 
fail. The eggs that hatch out aud ap­ 
pear next spring are laid in the early 
sown fall wiieat. The fly will do little 
damage to the wiieat sowm Hie latter 
part of September or fore part of Oc­ 
tober. If there is no apparent danger 
of the fly, the middle of September, 
all other things being equal, says an 
exchange, is the proper time to do the 
sowing.

A flounder was 
also observed at about eleven miles 
from Bear island. H ie depth of the 
water in the extreme north also seems 
to indicate that there can be no land 
near. Soundings taken at 84 degres 
latitude gave a depth of from 1,310 to 
1,530 fathoms (2,400 to 2,800 meters), 
End farther north the lead reached 
even greater depths—as much as 2,ISG 
fathoms (4,000 meters), it Is raid.—Lon­ 
don Standard.

A greater boon to the housekeeper 
can hardly he Imagined titan a quick 
means of heating water. A wa tot 
heater which has Just made its ap­ 
pearance appears to have many good 
points. It is auton atte in action, mid 
Dikes care of itself night or day. This 
heater combines quickness of action 
and very high thermal efficiency, with 
a complete circulating system con­ 
trolled by a, thermostaitc regulator. 
The water, as it is heated, goes to a 
storage tank or boiler (socalled!, and 
as soon as tile te.uperature in tills boil 
cr reaches tho degree for which tile 
regulator is set, the gas is automatic­ 
ally reduced, so that only so much Is 
burned as will keep tile water hot. 
The house pip**s ate connected with 
this boiler, as usual, so that warm wa­ 
ter eau Im? drawn in the hath room, or 
at the various basins about the house. 
When warm water is drawn, cold wa­ 
ter flows iii to take its place, and the 
regulator at once turns on the gas to 
heal the coid wat * *, and thou stops, as 
before. This heating cjMem insures a 
full supply of warm water at any mo­ 
ment, night or day. and at any part of 
the premises. It also reduces the con­ 
sumption of gas to a minimum, and it 
removes one of th** most serious ob­ 
jections to gas stoves for general use. 
It is ciaiu.id that this device will heat 
twenty-four gallons of water with for­ 
ty-seven feet of gas, and much better 
results can he obtained by precautions 
to save the loss in radiation. It is 
also state*! that the heater will utilize 
from 95 to 98 per cent of the total heat 
of the gas. 


F a r Milk Lavers. 
To make milk digestible all that is 
necessary is to shake it well, and to 
sip it slowly. Siiake the milk violently 
for a few minutes in a covered goblet, 
and then .drink Immediately, hut not 
hastily, ls'fore it has time to separate 
again. After standing for some hours, 
as, for instance, all city milk lets doth' 
on its way to town, tin* perfectly homo­ 
geneous article that citua* from the 
cow is separated, first by tile rising of 
the cream from th*' gaseous or cheesy 
milk. and later by the tendency to iii 
vide into whey or curd. Although this 
bitter process Is perceptible only iii 
souring milk, the fluid undergoes such 
constant changes that it should al­ 
ways Im* slut kelt ls'fore drinking it. un­ 
less It is takeu quito warm from tho 
cow.

perfectly frauk in the matter, as well 
as to relieve the city council and the 
electric light committee from all em­ 
barrassment in the premises as mach 
as possible. 
Under the financial conditions of 
the country as they now exist, and as 
they have been for some months past, 
it has been absolutely impossible to 
procure the necessary investment of 
sufficient capital in any scheme of a 
speculative character, and it is possible 
that the Brainerd Traction, Light & 
Power Co. may be unable to complete 
the purchase of the electric light 
plant and take hold of the proposed 
improvements before next spring. In 
the meantime, if it becomes necessary 
for the city to make some repairs on 
the plant, I do not doubt that the 
necessary expenditures made by the 
city most be taken into consideration, 
and that when-the transfer is finally 
mode, snob affairs oan be fairly and 
properly adjusted; and should the 
purchase be finally consummated, aa 
we hope it may be, the preservation 
of the plant by the city during the 
interval, will be a matter that the 
Brainerd Traction, Light A Power Co. 
will not attempt to overlook, and the 
council may be assured that the matter 
will have a proper disposition.

Charlie Towne Speaks. 


Hon. Chas. A. Towne, of D uluth, 
congressm an from this district by the 
grace of Republican votes, and now a 
candidate for re-elecnou on the demo- 
pop ticket, delivered an address at 
the opera house on Friday evening 
last. T h e house was com pletely filled, 
but a large majority of those present 
were Republicans and sound money 
advocates, 
who 
went to 
hear Mr. 
Towne because of his ability as an 
or;4tor, and because they had a curi­ 
osity to in3f*r him 
explain how the 
great Republican party k ftd left him 


instead of his leaving the party. 
Mr. 
T ow ne spoke for over two hours, and 
it is but fair to state that he m ade an 
excellent speech from his standpoint, 
much better than one would im agine 
could be m ade in defense of a theory 
that requires a great deal of tw isting 
of facts, and contrary to all exp eri­ 
ence. 
Mr. Tow ne iusisted he was 
mill a Republican, which must have 
been cold comfort for old line D em o­ 


crats 
ho was a D em o ­ 


cratic n o m i : ^ 
H e ~tlil clttluls to 
favor protection, bii* forgot to say v\.:> 


he was working for Bryan, " b o has 
tim e aud again denounced protecL“*o 
as a sw indle aud a fraud. 
He ad* 
m itted that we had prosperous tim es 
during Republican rule previous to 
18U3, but claim ed it was due to large 
purchases of silver under the Sherman 
act. 
H e evidently forgot that the 
hard times and pauio of 1893 com ­ 
m enced alm ost a year before 
the 
Sherm an bill was repealed aud while 
it was in force, and that congress was 
assem bled in extra session to repeal 
the sam e Sherm an act as one of the 
causes of the panic. 
H e probably 
also forgot that two years ago he at­ 
tributed those prosperous tim es to 
Republican 
principles aud policies, 
and the hard tim es of the past few 
years to Dem ocratic 
iucompetency 
and threats to disturb wise Republi­ 
can policies. 
However, just to show 
what Charlie thought two years ago, 
we give the follow ing extract from a 
speech m ade on the sam e platform, 
when accepting the nomination for 
congress: 
“T he Dem ocratic party, after com ­ 
ing into power a year and a half ago 
iu the midst of a prosperity wholly 
unexam pled, with a proclaimed policy 
of onslaught upon every principle u p ­ 
on which that prosperity rested, su c­ 
ceeded by 
the mere m enace of its 
presence in chilling the life g iv in g 
curreut of trade aud enterprise into a 
condition of suspended animation, and 
after a protracted exhibition of in­ 
capacity and discord, has foisted upon 
the country a m easure of far reaching 
econom ic legislation that is consistent 
with no theory, responsive to no party 
proirise, and fraught 
with only so 
much relief to the strickeu industries 
of the country as that which com es 
from the sense of certuiuty that it has 
at length done its worst. 
T h e party 
lias irretrievably 
forfeited tho cou- 
tidenceof the people. 
* 
* 
Between 
Democratic demoralization on the one 
hand and Populistic infatuation on 
the other stands the Republican party 
calm, hopeful, coutideut.” 
H e glibly repeated one authority 
after another to sustain his position 
as a silver mono meta Jist (bi-metallist 
he calls it), but if his references were 
no more exact than his citation of an 
editorial of the Pioneer 
Press of 
A ugust 27th, 
1894, 
they 
certainly 
would not amount to much. 
In order 
to show that he had not changed and 
always had been a free coinage ad­ 
vocate, 
he cited the Pioneer Press 
editorial of that date, concerning his 
nomination, which, he said, stated the 
platform coutaiued 
“one unsound 
plank.” 
The 
D ispatch of A ugust 
29*h, 1894, reproduced the editorial, 
which wo g iv e below, which clearly 
shows that he m ade a rank misstate­ 
ment, intentional or otherwise, but it 
is probably as exact as any authority 
he quoted. 
T h e editorial was as 
follows; 
“The nnauiinous nomination by the 
Republicans of the Sixth district of 
so able and chmn a man as Charles A. 
Towne, of Duluth, as their candidate 
for congress upon a platform which is 
one of the soundest and clearest ex p o ­ 
sitions of Republican principled which 
has yet appeared is a happy augury of 
the com ing triumph which is to re­ 
deem ♦hat district from Dem ocratic 
misrepresentation in N ovem ber next. 
T he harmony, t'arnestness aud en thu ­ 
siasm which prev&ded the convention 
which nominated him reflect the g e n ­ 
eral attitude of the Republicans, not 
only iu that district, but throughout 
the state, aud will prove a source of 
overw helm ing 


“unsound plank” as M r. T ow nestate 1? 
D id he not lie about that, hoping no 
one would look h in up? and if he did 
isn’t it reasonable to suppose he was 
equally truthful about the rest of his 
authorities? 
However, to show that 
he has changed, we print the follow’- 
m g extract from his speech that year: 
“ The free coinage o f silver by the 
United States alone and at the old 
ratio o f 16 to /, would be, in the 
opinion o f the vast m ajority o f the 
Republican p a rty , unwise a n d d a n ­ 
gerous. 
It is also unnecessary as an 
attempted solution o f the crisis.” 


Mr. T ow ne also had his Mexican 
dollar with him. the sam e that he 
carried two years ago, but he n e g ­ 
lected to state that, he then used it to 
show that free coinage would reduce 
our dollars to the sam e value. 53 
cents, should we adopt that vicious 
system. 
In closing, Mr. T ow ne brought in 
that old cry of coercion, which could 
have no effect here hut injury to him, 
for every em ploye of the shops or any 
other institution iu the city, knows 
that not the slightest attempt has been 
made to interfere with his right to 
vote and talk as he pleases, and that 
it was m entioned only to appeal to 
prejudice und not to reason, an insult 
to them. 
H e tlieu gave the mo'-t re­ 
markable advice ever given from a 
public platform. 
H e told the voters 
that an attempt would be m ade to 
bribe them, that they should accept 
the money and then enter the booth 
and when alone with their God vote 
as they pleased. 
In other words, to 
do a criminal thing, and then, without 
even the honor there is among thieves, 
break their criminal obligation. 
Was 
there ever more vicious, dishoilOr{ible 


and degrading advice offered from 
any platform? 
This, alone, should 
condem n him. and prevent his selec­ 
tion for any position in tin4 gift of an 
honoruble people. 
Mr. Tow ne’s flowery periods wore 
liberally applauded, but it was notice­ 
able that it was by only a portion of 
the audience, som etim es only half a 
dozen iu a section, 
hut they were 
noisy 
enough 
to 
make 
qutie 
a 
demonstration. 
And, although Mr. 
Towne is probably the able it speaker 


the free silverites have, not excepting 
Bryan, hims df, we doubt if he made 
any converts to his faith. 
P eop le 
generally don’t take much stock in a 
man who is wuo tliiug one year aud 
the next occupies an entirely different 
position. 
T hey have all heard how 
Mr. Tow ne went west shortly after his 
election 
two years ago, and while 
there accepted a financial mission for 
som e mine owners, and when he re­ 
turned he was a disciple of free coin ­ 
age. 
T his may not have hud anything 
to do with the change, but somehow 
people are suspicious of these lig h t­ 
ning political ehauge.s, and 
we are 
uot 
iu a position to sa^ 
they ure 
wrong.

as a swindle and a fraud. He ad® 
muted that we had prosperous times 
during Republican rule previous to 
1893, but claimed it was due to large 
purchases of stiver under the Sherman 
act. 
He evidently forgot that the 
hard times and panio of 1893 com­ 
menced almost a year before the 
Sherman bill was repealed and while 
it was in force, and that congress was 
assembled in extra session to repeal 
the same Sherman act as one of the 
causes of the panic. 
He probably 
also forgot that two years ago he at­ 
tributed those prosperous times to 
Republican principles and policies, 
and the hard times of the past few 
years to Democratic incompetency 
aud threats to disturb wise Republi­ 
can policies. However, just to show 
what Charlie thought two years ago, 
we give the following extract from a 
speech made on the same platform, 
when accepting the nomination for 
congress: 
**The Democratic party, after com­ 
ing into power a year and a half ago 
in the midst of a prosperity wholly 
unexampled, with a proclaimed policy 
of onslaught upon every principle up­

Democratic demoralization on the one 
hand and Fopulistic infatuation on 
the other stands the Republican party 
calm, hopeful, confident.” 
He glibly repeated one authority 
after another to sustain his position 
as a silver mono-meta.list (bi-metallist 
he calls it), bat if his references were 
no more exact than his citation of an 
editorial of the Bioneer Dress of 
August 27th, 1894, they certainly 
would not amount to much. In order 
to show that he had not changed and 
always had been a free coinage ad­ 
vocate, be cited the Bioneer Press 
editorial of that date, concerning his

The D is p a t c h of August 
29*b, 1894, reproduced the editorial, 
which we give below, which clearly 
shows that he made a rank misstate­ 
ment, intentional or otherwise, but it 
is probably as exact as any authority 
he quoted.

While the government can say that 
ll given weight of gold or •liver shall 
constitute a doll ir and Invent that dol­ 
lar with legal tender qualities, it can­ 
not Ax the purchasing power of the 
dollar. f *iat nu t depend upon the 
Jaw of supply and demand, 
If the nu inlier of dollars Inoreasca 
more rapidly than the need of dollars 
—as it did after the gold discoveries of 
1849—the exchanges * * value of each 
dollar will fall and puces rise. 
There was a time, therefore, when 
Bryan knew that the exchangeable 
va inc of a dollar depended on some­ 
thing besides congressional Hat. He 
knows it now. 
At present, Bryan, IJke his fellow 
popoci is, ascribes the fall in the 
prices of comm* it lea to the fall In 
the price of silver. He and they assev­ 
erate that "the crime of 1873” pulled 
silver down, and that It pulled every* 
thing else down with It. 
In the spring of 1892 Bryan declared 
in a speech made by him on the tariff 
question that the fall in prices must 
be attributed: 
To the inventive genius that has mul­ 
tiplied a thousand times, in many in­ 
stances, the strength of, a siugle arm, 
and enabled us to do to-day with one 
man what fifty n en could not do fifty 
years ago. That is what brought the 
prices down in this country and every­ 
where. 
Then he talked sensibly. “Inventive 
genius,” reducing the cost of produc­ 
tion or transportation, or both, has 
brought down the price of a flout every­ 
thing except human labor. That Is iq* 
creasing in value from decade to de­ 
cade, as every workingman knows. 
Bryan is as well aware now as be 
was in 1892 that the fall of silver has 
had nothing to do with the general 
fail of prices. Yet he denies In 1890 
what he affirmed in 1892, because he 
thinks his change of front will help 
him into the White House.—Chicago 
Tribune.

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RIOTING MINERS IN LEA DYILLE FLEE 
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L eadville, Colo.. Sept. 23.—Q uiet pre­ 
vails here now aud no further violence 
Is anticipated. 
It is

lieved th a t 
the m en w ho 
fired the 
Coronado sh a ft 
house «nd w ho a t­ 
tacked the E m m ett m ine, but w ere re­ 
pulsed. have tied to the m ountains 
and w ill tie seen no more. 
Tlrey are 
said to be 
m iners from 
the Coeur 
d’A lene country w ho w ere engaged in 
the riots there several years ago. 
T he C oronado 
sh a ft 
house is iu 
a sh es and four innocent householders 
are h om eless a s the result o f the at­ 
tack upon tiie Coronado and E m m ett 
m ines. 
T he first attack w as m ade 
upon th e Coronado, w hich is in the 
city, being only h alf a dozen blocks 
from th e postoffice aud surrounded by 
residences. 
T he Coronado sh aft house 
w a s built on a large em bankm ent en ­ 
closed by logs aud the m achinery is 
fifty feet ab ove th e street level. 
A 
heavy plank 
barricade w as 
erected 
around the m achinery aud shaft house 
w hen the m ine resum ed operations last 
m onth and the house w as w ell stocked 
w ith provisions, W inchesters and am ­ 
m unition. 
B eyond a ssa u lts on w ork­ 
ingm en seen com ing from the m ine a t 
divers tim es, no overt act o f violence 
had been attem pted again st this mine, 
until 1 o’clock a few b u llets struck 
th e barricade and th e m en on guard 
prepared for action. 
It vv-is a nigh t attack upon the prop­ 
erty. 
Judging from tin* sounds o f the 
light, it cam e from the east. 
There 
w as no 
confusion, no 
crow d on the 
street. 
T he lirst 
intim ation 
w hich 
those 
dow n 
tow n received 
of the 
trouble w as a num ber of shots. 
T he 
sh ots cam e scattered at liist, then fa st­ 
er and faster. 
A11 the streets w est of 
th e Coronado w ere deserted, w ith the 
exception of three or four persons a t­ 
tracted by the shooting. 
D y n a m i t e Cued. 
Suddenly, a fter tw enty-five m inutes 
o f firing, a sheet of flam e hurst out, 
follow ed by a terrible detonation, the 
attack in g party using dynam ite. 
T he 
firing then seem ed to slack up sligh tly. 
O ccasionally a bullet w ent through the 
air, and then a sheet of flam e from 
E igh th or N inth streets. 
It w as e v i­ 
dent th at an attem pt w as being made 
to fire the property. 
E ast o f the engine house are several 
tanks of fuel oil, and tlu* attack w as 
concentrated on this point. 
T here w as 
a sh eet o f flam e and a sputtering as 
though of blazing paw dor. 
T he en ­ 
gine rooms w as in flam es. 
A few mo­ 
m ents later and tin* clang of the fire 
en gin es w as 
heard com ing 
up the

B ut it w as not for them to 
sa v e the Coronado. 
It w as m arked for 
destruction. 
F ive arm ed men held the 
lire hum i at bay. 
W hen the hose cart 
reached the corner, tlu* hose w as be­ 
ing unreeled and the m arshal anil his 
m en w ere gettin g ready for action, 
w hen three m en appeared around the 
corner and 
com pelled 
tin* firem en, 
w ith threats. to stop work. 
The men 
in tin* sh aft house w ere finally driven 
from the fort, but fought to tin* last. 
A s they ran o ver tlu* high trestle work 
a dozen shots wen* fired, but tlu* men 
reached the dum p in sa fety and cs- 
caped. 
By this tim e a large crow d had gath ­ 
ered, hundreds ready to a ssist, but 
held a t bay by tlu* rioters and fire­ 
bugs. w ho w ere 
concealed 
near tlu* 
building. 
But presently as tin* sh eets 
of flam e rolled over the buildings it 
w as apparent that un less there w as 
tim ely action tlu* buildings in tin* vi- 
cinity w ere doom ed. 
T he firem en ral­ 
lied. for by this tim e hundreds o f cit­ 
izens, arm ed w ith rifles, appeared and 
guarded tin* fire departm ent and v o l­ 
unteers. 
All attention w as devoted to 
savin g tlu* houses in the vicinity, but 
in spite o f every effort, four d w ellin gs 
on E ast E ighth street w ere destroyed. 
A t t a c k 1 |ion tin* K m in etC 
At 3 :30 a. in. an attack w as m ade 
on tin* E m m ett. 
T here w ere over a 
hundred sh ots fired, but the attack w as 
repulsed. 
T he Coronado people heard o f the 
com ing o f trouble but tlu* supposition 
w as that the attack w as to be m ade 
at the E m m ett. 
Soon a lte r tlu* de­ 
struction com m enced m any o f the cit­ 
izens responded quickly, arm ed w ith 
rifles and shotguns, but they could do 
little in lighting the fire and dynam ite. 
F orem an G’K eefe w as shot from be­ 
hind just a fter he turned a stream on 
tlu* fire at tlu* Coronado. 
T he first a t­ 
tack at tin* Coronado w as m ade w ith 
dynam ite near tlu* oil tanks. 
The men 
w ithin tin* enclosure returned the a t­ 
tack and a fu silad e of b u llets follow ed, 
but the dynam ite did its work w ell. 
It is charged that the law lessn ess 
w as due to a mob of strikers, princi­ 
pally from the Coeur d’A lene country, 
w ho have long been breeding trouble 
in Leadvillo, and w ho. seeing that the 
strike w as nearing an end. w ere de­ 
term ined to m ake a final stroke. T his 
assertion is largely m ade by the peace­ 
ful m iners o f tin* cam p. 
There w as 
every evidence that tlu* strike w as 
broken. 
M any m iners had announced 
their intention o f going to work. 
A f­ 
ter being repulsed at the E m m ett mine 
tlu* mob, w hich num bered not over 
fifty persons, tied tlu* tow n and are 
biding in tlu* hills. H undreds of m iners 
sa y they w ill go to work at once. T hey 
Utterly denounce tin* extrem ists and 
sa y their action has lost tlu* m iners 
tlu* strike. 
F iv e men w ere killed and half a 
dozen Injured in tin* light. 
A ll the 
killed and injured are m iners except 
W illiam O’K eefe, a firem an, w ho w as 
shot and killed w hile turning on tlio 
w ater at a hydrant.

president, G ideon W. 
M arsh, w ho 
is still a 
fu g itiv e from 
ju stice. 
'Fhe Spring G arden bank w as 
tin* n ext to close its doors and tlu* 
K ennedy brothers, its president and 
cashier, w ere sen t to prison for ten 
years. 
P ushier L aw rence, o f th e K ey ­ 
stone, w as given seven years and w as 
pardonisl about tw o m onths ago by 
P resid en t 
C leveland. 
In these tw o 
banks B ardsley 
had 
dejiosited hun­ 
dreds of thousan ds o f state and city 
funds, under an arrangem ent by w hich 
It w as charged 
lu* and 
the*officers 
nam ed reaped personal 
profit. 
U n­ 
fortunate stock sp ecu lation s prim arily 
caused B ard sley’s ruin, although it has 
been repeatedly urged th at he w a s lit­ 
tle m ore than a scapegoat for w orse 
sinners. 
H e resigned from his office 
on 
May 21, 1891, and the 
tinancial 
crash follow ed. 
T he B radford M ills 
com pany, a big concern, o f w hich he 
w as an officer, w ent to tlu* w all, the 
tw o banks w ent w ith it. and so did a 
large num ber o f sm aller institutions. 
B ardsley w a s prom ptly arrested w ith 
tlu* oth ers o f those involved w ho could 
he caught, and on July 2 fh e sen ten ce 
w a s im posed. 
T he agitation for B ardsley’s pardon 
has been going on for som e tim e, at 
the instigation o f prom inent citizen s 
w ho 
believed 
B ard sley 
w as 
m ore 
sinned aga in st 
than sinning. 
T he 
principal plea presented in favor of 
the pardon w as that of the prisoner’s 
failing health, and there w as abundant 
m edical testim ony brought before the 
board o f pardons to prove th at he is 
practically in a sta te o f collapse, aud if 
continued in confinem ent w ould live 
but a b rief tim e.

tacked the Emmett mine, but were re­ 
pulsed. have fled to the mountains 
and will be seen no more. They are 
said to be 
miners from 
the Coeur 
d’Alene country who were engaged in 
the riots there several years ago. 
The Coronado 
shaft 
house is In 
ashes and four innocent householders 
are homeless as the result of the at­ 
tack upon the Coronado and Emmett 
mines. 
The first attack was made 
upon the Coronado, which to in the 
city, tieing only half a dozen blocks 
from the postoffice and surrounded by 
residences. The Coronado shaft bouse 
was built on a large embankment en 
closed by logs aud the machinery to 
fifty feet above the street level. 
A 
heavy plank barricade was erected 
around the machinery aud shaft house 
wheu the mine resumed operations last 
month and the house was well stocked 
with provisions, Winchesters and am­ 
munition. 
Beyond assaults on work­ 
ingmen seen coming from the mine at 
divers times, no overt aet of violence 
had been attempted against this mine, 
until I o'clock a few bullets struck 
the barricade and the men on guard 
prepared for action. 
It was a uight attack upon the prop­ 
erty. Judging from the sounds of the 
fight, it came from the east. 
There 
was no confusion, no crowd on the 
street. 
The first intimation wbieli 
those 
down 
town received 
of the 
trouble was a number of sliots. The 
shots came scattered at first, then fast 
cr and faster. All the streets we*st of 
the Coronado were deserted, with the 
exception of three or four persons at­ 
tracted by the shooting. 
D rm a ite tied . 
Suddenly, after twi*uty-fivc minutes 
of firing, a sheet of flame burst out, 
followed by a terrible detonation, the 
attacking party using dynamite. The 
firing then seemed to slack up slightly. 
Occasionally a bullet went through the 
air, and then a sheet of flame from 
Eighth or Ninth streets. 
It was evi­ 
dent that an attempt was being made 
to fire the property. 
East of the engine bouse are several 
tanks of fuel oil, and the attack was 
comment rated on thto point. There was 
a sheet of flame aud a sputtering as 
though of blazing lewder. 
The en­ 
gine rooms was in flames. A fe*w mo­ 
ments later aud the clang of the fire 
engines was 
heard coming 
up the 
street. 
But it was not for them to 
save the Coronado. It was mark cel for 
destruction. Five armed men held the 
firemen at bay. 
Wheu the hose cart 
reached the corner, the hose* was be­ 
ing unreeled and the marshal aud his 
men were getting ready for action, 
when three men appeared around the 
corner and 
compelled 
tile firemen, 
with throats, to stop work. The men 
ta the shaft house were finally driven 
from the fort, but fought to the last. 
As they ran over the high trestle work 
a dozen shots were* fired, but the men 
roached the dump in safety and es­ 
caped. 
By this time a large crowd had gath­ 
ered, hundreds ready to assist, bul 
held at liay by the rioters sud fire­ 
bugs. who were concealed ne*ar the 
building. But presently as tilt* sheets 
of flame rolled over the buildings it 
was apparent that unless there was 
timely action the buildings in the vi­ 
cinity were doomed. The firemen ral­ 
lied. for by this time hundreds of cit­ 
izens. armed with rifles, appearod and 
guarded the fire department aud vol­ 
unteers. All attention was devoted to 
saving the houses in the vicinity, but 
in spite of every effort, four dwellings 
on East Eighth street were destroyed. 
Attack I pon the Emmett. 
At 3:30 a. rn. an attack was made 
on the Emmett. 
Them were over a 
hundred shots fired, but the attack was 
repulsed. 
The Coronado people heard of the 
coming of trouble but the supiiosition 
was that the attack was to be made 
at the Emmett. 
Soon after the de­ 
struction commenced many of the cit­ 
izens responded quickly, armed with 
ride** and shotguns, but they could do 
little in fighting the fire and dynamite. 
Coronis n O’Keefe was shot from be­ 
hind just after he turned a stream on 
tile* fire at the Coronado. The first at­ 
tack at the Coronado was made with 
dynamite near the oil tanks. The men 
within the enclosure returned the at­ 
tack arni a fusilade of bullets followed, 
but the dynamite did its work well. 
It is charged that the lawlessness 
was due to a mob of strikers, princi­ 
pally from the Coeur d’Alene country, 
who liave* long been breeding trouble 
In Leadville, and who, seeing that the 
strike was nearing an end. were de­ 
termined to make a final stroke. Thto 
assertion is largely made by the peace­ 
ful miners of the ramp. 
There was 
every evidence tliat the strike was 
broken. Many miners had announced 
their intention of going to work. Af? 
ter being repulsed at the Emmett mine 
the mob, which numbered not over 
fifty persons, fled the town ami ara 
biding in the bills. Hundreds of miners 
say they will go to work at once. They 
utterly denounce the extremists aud 
say their action has (oat the miners 
Hie strike. 
Five men were killed and half a 
dozen injured in the fight, 
AU the 
killed and injured an* miners except 
William O’Keefe, a fireman, who was 
shot and killed while turning on tho 
water at a hydrant. 


Cor. Rm Hbc* 
J « k s Roadster. 
Harrisburg. Pa., Sept. 23. — Got. 
Hastings to-day signed a pardon for 
John Bardsley, former city treasurer 
of Philadelphia, who, on July 2, 1891, 
was sentenced to fifteen years In the 
Eastern penitentiary for misappropri­ 
ating over half a million dollars of 
city and state moneys while occupying 
his official position. 
The governor 
gives no 
reason for his action, al­ 
though It is thought his decision was 
listened by the fact that Bardsley 
was stricken with paralysis of the left 
side on Thursday last 
The financial panic of 1891, which 
wrought Bardsley’s downfall, 
was 
one of the worst the city has ever auf 
fered. It began with the sadden col­ 
lapse of the Keystone bank and the 
flight of its 
president. Gideon W. 
Marsh, who Is still a fugitive from 
justice. The Spring Garden bank was 
the next to close its doors and the 
Kennedy brothers, Its president and 
cashier, were sent to prison for ten 
years. Cashier Lawrence, of the Key 
stone, was given seven years and was 
pardoned about two months ago by 
President Cleveland. 
In these two 
banks Bardsley had deposited hun 
deeds of thousands of state and city 
funds, under an arrangement by which 
It was charged 
he and the officers 
named reaped personal profit. 
Un­ 
fortunate stock speculations primarily 
caused Bardsley’s ruin, although it baa 
been repeatedly urged that he was lit* 
tie more than a scapegoat for worse 
sinners. He resigned from his office 
on May 21, 1891. and the financial 
crash followed. 
The Bradford Mills 
company, a big concern, of which he 
was an officer, went to the wall, the 
two banks went with it, and so did a 
large number of smaller institutions 
Bardsley was promptly arrested with 
the others of those involved who could 
be caught, and on July 2 the sentence 
was imposed. 
The agitation for Bardsley’a pardon 
has been going on for some time, at 
tile Instigation of prominent citizens 
who believed Bardsley was more 
sinned against 
than sinning. 
The 
principal plea presented in favor of 
the pardon was that of the prisoner’s 
failing health, and there was abundant 
medical testimony brought before the 
board of pardons to prove that he is 
practically in a state of collapse, and if 
continued in confinement would live 
but a brief time. 
The board recom­ 
mended the granting of the pardon 
about two weeks ago.

Some one lias said that one of the es­ 
sentials iu cooking a luire is to first 
catch the hare. This applies very forci­ 
bly to the clover crop during the last 
three years, in which we have had 
such severe drouths. 
Last year and 
the year before the best stands were 
secured by sowing twice, and this 
spring we had an early drouth tliat 
was so hard on tin* young plants that 
some fields were sown tin* second time. 
1 was very successful in securing a 
stand this year, says a correspondent 
of Michigan Farm er, by harrow ing my 
wheat when I sowed the clover, this 
giving it some loose ground to become 
rooted in. Now that we have a good 
stand, 
presumably 
in 
small 
grain, 
when the grain lu s been removed, 
or 
say 
any 
time 
during 
August, 
according to tin* growth of the clover, 
or the growth of the weeds, or both, 
the mowing machine should be taken 
iu and tin* whole mowed down, cutting 
close to the ground. 
This is absolutely essential to the 
successful seed crop, for the follow­ 
ing reasons: First, all weeds that have 
come up afte r tin* grain lias l*cen cut 
will thus be destroyed before they have 
m atured seed for the next spring's 
growth, and then you have done a 
great deal tow ard keeping your clover 
seed free from weed seed that so de­ 
preciates its value in critical markets. 
Again, by cutting baekthe large rapid 
top-growth that has been made, you 
cu lti\ate and stim ulate root growth, 
tints strengthening the plant and m ak ­ 
ing it better able to stand tlie w inter 
and the lifting process of the frosts. 
In this respect, last winter was the 
worst we have had for years, and did 
more toward injuring our prospects for 
a seed crop this year than any other 
cause. 
Again, the benefit of this f• *r- 
age as a mulch is very* great, especially 
in preventing he.iviug hy frosts. 
Now that we have the crop through 
tin1 w inter and m aking a fine growth 
iu the spring, tin* first enemy we en­ 
counter is tin* clover set d midge, an 
insect whose history and luihlts the 
most of us are not very fam iliar with, 
but whose capabilities to destroy an 
entire seed crop are none the less an 
this account. 
O ur entomologists, whom we employ 
to study the habits of lliese pests, toil 
us that the crop of midge that destroy 
the seed are hatched oil the nrst. or 
hay crop, of forage, and tli.it clipping 
the first crop before Ju n e 1, in this la: 
titude, when the miilge crop *s !u the 
egg state, destroys the entire crop of 
nudge and secure.* a se<*d crop. 
We do 
not have midge every year, but on 
midge years we have tin* altern -it i/o of 
a hay crop ami no seed or a seed crop 
by sacrificing tin* hay. 
This was dem onstrated here four 
vcain ago. when all clipped ground pro­ 
duced the finest crop of seed, and 
where the hay crop was allowed to 
mature, 
110 seed was produced. The 
most wholesome advice on this point 
is for farm ers to sow an iuereased 
acreage of clover, and in tlie spring 
w hen it comes tim e to clip, determ ine 
just how much is needed for hay and 
can he put in good condition early, and 
clip all the rest. 
You then have an 
allowance of hay and are sure of a 
good seed crop. 
In other words, the 
seed crop is so profitable th at you 
should make it a point to clip some 
ground every year. Then you are sure 
of your own seed to sow and some tit 
sell. 


M i l t c . l C o r n F o d d e r . 
T he millions of acres of corn fodder 
that will this year Ik* cut up will add 
millions of 
money 
to our nation’s 
wealth. M anufacturers have developed 
successful machines to husk the ear 
and cut and slit the fodder for stock 
food. 
Leading stock men and the e \ 
perimeut stations estim ate that horses 
will eat 75 to SO per cent of this corn 
fodder hay, and the more bulky part 
of tin* stalk left makes the best bed­ 
ding in tin* world, as the soft, spongy 
pith absorbs more of the liquid m a­ 
nure than will any other netutlng. 
Corn should lie cut before it gets dry 
and Ik* well cured in tin* shock, then 
shredded and stored in tin* haru or 
baled tip ready 
to ship. Stock will 
relish it and cat it in preference to 
timothy liav, and it m akes quite as 
good feed. It is easily handled when 
packed aw ay in tin* mow. 
It may he 
run down a chute to tin* h am fioor, 
scooped up and carried in baskets. 
Care must be taken to have the fod­ 
der well cured when slired led. 
It' it is 
too green or is wet. it will mold in the 
barn, and should not Ik* fed. 
T he Stevens, the Keystone and tin* 
Melwan shredders and buskers are ex­ 
tensively 
m anufactured. 
They 
are 
m ade large for steam thresher men 
and also in sm aller sizes for farm ers’ 
use with horse power or gasoline en­ 
gine. 
This new industry is rapidly develop 
ing as fast as tin* machines can be had, 
and corn hay is fast becoming a popu­ 
lar feed on the farm and will soon be a 
staple article with city stables as they 
learn its great feeding and bedding 
value.

A w riter in a recent num ber of the 
R evista N autica rem arks th a t all the 
great naval powers have been experi­ 
m enting with petroleum fuel. In ISIKi 
m any of th e Italian w ar ships carried 
a supply of astaki to Is* used as an a d ­ 
ju n c t to their ordinary fuel supply, 
while m any of the torjH*do Isiats were 
fitted to use it exclusively. 
Kligland is 
stated to have made the most progress 
in this line, while Russia, to whom the 
m atter is of s|hh ial importance, owing 
to her enorm ous supplies of petroleum, 
comes second. T he ad vantages of the 
liquid, it is stated, comprise a reduction 
in the weight and volume of com busti­ 
ble required for a given liorse-power 
in the engines. An increased radius of 
action is thus obtained. T he oil can. 
moreover, be stored, at least partially, 
below w ate r line, out of the way of 
shells. There is no fear of spontam*. 
ous combust ion of tiie oil. such as oc 
casionally occurs with coal, and being 
free from sulphur, the oil fuel is not 
likely to deterioiate tHe boiler shell or 
tulM*s. The operation of firing, so ar- 
durous with coal, becomes extrem ely 
easy with petroleum, an d only tlie 
d rau g h t is properly adjusted there is 
no stream of telltale flame from the 
funnel of he boat. The furnace door? 
can be kept closed, thus avoiding tlm 
rush of cold air on tlie boiler, which 
occurs every* time fresh coal is placed 
on the furnace grate.

Last sason’s experience with corn 
shredders anti buskers has developed 
several objectionable features, tin* 
most serious being that they are too 
t xpensive ntitl that the fodder too fre­ 
quently moulds w in n baled or stored 
itt mows. The first will gradually dis­ 
appear. As the machines become more 
generally 
introduced and used, tin* 
first cost will be less, and competition 
am ong owners will necessitate a re­ 
duction iu charges for work by the 
acre. The m atter of knowing how to 
keep the fodder properly is more seri­ 
ous. anti experience alone can del er­ 
mine the best method of storing. That 
it can be kept ’lardlv adm its of doubt. 
The problem is certainly not more dif­ 
ficult than th a t of determ ining just 
how dry hay m ust be before it ta n be 
put into the stack or barn. A little pa­ 
tience anti a few trials will clear up 
tin* lack of knowledge on this point. 
It certainly will bt unwise to discour­ 
age the use of tin* shredder because a 
f e w farm ers have not been entirely 
success ft* 1 with it. W hile stunt* have 
failed, litany have been pleased with 
results, iind find the shredder fodder 
excellent feed for horses, cattle and 
sheep.

ples. “W e never spend less tlnan $2,- 
500 a year in goods to cut up for sam ­ 
ples.” said a mail departm ent m anager 
of one firm, “and sometimes the sum 
is much larger.’ 
It is generally under­ 
stood am ong dry goods houses th a t all 
samples sent are to be returned. Of 
course, dressm akers are always f;i- 
voretl with samples, which they are not 
requested to return nor pass along to 
their next-door neighbor. They are ;i 
privileged, ls'cause rem unerative class. 
The new order of things in the sample 
lint* is due to the crazy-quilt fad, which 
costs m any m erchants a lot of money 
and n<* end of annoyance.—New York 
Letter.

(hulling) cow peas, is the old-fashioned 
hand flail, which Is quite effective, but 
very slow, and, therefore, unsatisfact­ 
ory. A cheap iiand-)M»wcr m achine for 
the purpose is ;i desideratum . 
1 have 
often heard of machines that claimed 
tt* harvest, and thresh cow pe;is :it one 
and the sam e operation, but 1 have 
never seen one. At this station we use 
an ordinary power gm in thresher and 
shaker, run at a low speed, and titnl it 
\c ry effective anti rapid, the only ob­ 
jection being tliiit m any of tlit* peas 
are broken or split by the spikes. This 
objection will I k * likely to lie against 
any m achine that does the work rap­ 
idly. A fter 
running 
through 
the 
thresher and shaker, the peas anti 
chaff ;ire then put. through an ordinary 
grain fan mill. Of course it should be 
understood tHut. tlu* peas are in the 
condition of “peas in the hull,’’ se p arat­ 
ed from the vine, as they are generally 
gathered iu tlu* South. 
There is very little sale or use for 
hulled pe;is in the South, except for 
seed. As 
j i rule, the farm er gathers 
enough in tlu* pod tt* supply seed aiul 
some for his cows, to be fed in tlu* 
hull. The m ost profitable way to use 
the crop as food is tt* convert tlu* 
vines into hay or ensilage, saving only 
enough peas for seed. F or tlisc pur­ 
poses the crop should lu* mown when 
ju st a few of tlu* pods have liecoine 
grown, or have arrived nt the stage 
when they are suitable for tlu* fa rm ­ 
er's dinner table. The harvesting of 
the ripe i»oils. by picking with tlu* 
lingers, is. like eottou picking, tlu* most 
expensive detail of 
tlu* 
crop, 
tnul 
should be avoided 21s fa r ;ts possible. 
An expert hand may pick in this way 
as much as tw o or three hundred 
l*ouuds of pods, equal to two or three 
bushels of clean peas. The oltl rule 
required one hand to “pick and thresli 
out” one bushel of clean peas in a day.

THS CLOVER SEED CROP. 


OIL FCEL POR WAR SHIPS. 


Rcasita st Experiments by Various 
En ropes a Powers. 
A writer in a recent number of the 
Revista Naotica remarks that all the 
great naval powers have been experi­ 
menting xvith petroleum fueL In 1888 
many of the Italian war ships carried 
a supply of astakl to be used as an ad­ 
junct to their ordinary fuel supply, 
while many of the torpedo boats were 
fitted to use it exclusive^*. England is 
stated to have made the moat progress 
in this line, while ltussia, to whom the 
m atter is of special importance, owing 
lo her enormous supplies of petroleum, 
comes second. The advantages of tho 
liquid, it is stated, comprise a reduction 
in the weight and volume of combusti­ 
ble required for a given horee-poxver 
in the engines. An increased radius of 
action is thus obtained. The oil can, 
moreover, lie stored, at least partially^ 
below water line, out of the way of 
shells. There is no fear of spontane­ 
ous combustion of the oil, such as oc 
canionslly occurs with coal, and being 
free from sulphur, the oil fuel is not 
likely to deteriorate the boiler shell or 
tubes. The operation of firing, so ar- 
ditrou8 xvith coal, becomes extremely 
easj7 with petroleum, and only the 
draught Is properly adjusted there Is 
no stream of telltale flame from the 
funnel of he boat The furnace doom 
can Im* kept closed, thus avoiding tho 
rush of cold air on the boiler, which 
occurs every time fresh coal is placed 
on the furnace grate. The operation of 
“coaling,” if one may use the term, be­ 
come extremely simple, and can lie 
carried out successfully in mid-oeeaa 
aud iii rough weather. Tile ev a p o rate 
poxver of the oil is, weight for weight, 
superior to that of coal, aud in prac­ 
tice, 15,200 pounds of water hax7e been 
ex’aporated from aud at 212 degrees, 
Fahrenheit, with one pound of oil, that 
theoretically due being about JP**’ 
pounds.

Physicians very often meet with peo 
pie who are carrying around imagin­ 
ary ailments, and who reallj7 believe 
themselves as badly afflicted as they 
assert. Some curious cases have been 
noted. A young w’ornan in this city 
had been confined to ber bed many 
months with an illness wliidi wholly 
deprived her of the use of her lower 
limbs. The doctor who attended lier 
failed to discover the nature af her 
affliction, xx'hich might ordinarily liftve 
been attributed to several causes. Ex­ 
amination, however, revealed nothing 
calculated to throw light on the mat­ 
ter, and the doctor, after patient and 
exhaustive 
analysis 
aud 
attention, 
came to the conclusion that the illness 
was imaginary. Although he discreet­ 
ly kept the opinion to himself, proof 
xxas eventually forthcoming as to the 
accuracy of his view. Being lifted on 
the sheets out of her bed one day, 
w*liile the mattress w7as rearranged, 
the young woman surprised her at­ 
tendants by suddenly jumping from 
the couch on xvlileh she had been laid, 
with a loud expression of alarm., It 
w*as discovered that she had been7 laid 
upon a ueodle-cushion. inadvertently 
left on the sofa, and that the sharp 
points of several needles had pressed 
violently into her back.

Practical Saivcattaas Abox* 
Handling It. 
Some one has said that one of the es­ 
sentials in cooking a hare is to first 
catch the hare. This applies very forci­ 
bly to the clover crop during the last 
three years, in which we have had 
such severe drouths. Last year and 
the year before the best stands were 
secured by sowing twice, and this 
spring we had an early drouth that 
was so hard on the young plants that 
some fields were sown the second time. 
I was very successful in securing a 
stand this year, says a correspondent 
of Michigan Farmer, by harrowing my 
wheat when I sowed the clover, this 
giving it some loose ground to become 
rooted in. Now that we have a g»n>d 
stand, presumably in small grain, 
when the graiu has liven removed, 
or say 
any 
time during August, 
a**eording to the growth of the clover, 
or the growth of the xveeds, or both, 
the mowing machine should be taken 
in and the whole mowed doxvn, cutting 
close to the ground. 
This is absolutely essential to the 
successful seed crop, for tile folio w- 
iug reasons: First, all \ve***l* that have 
come up after the grain has been cut 
will thus Im* destroyed liefore they lmx7e 
matured seed for the next spring’s 
growth, and then you have done a 
great deal toward keeping your clover 
seed free from weed seed that so de­ 
preciates its x*alue in critical markets. 
Again, bj7 cutting backthe large rapid 
top-groxvth that has been made, j7ou 
cultivate and stimulate root growth, 
thus strengthening the plant and mak­ 
ing it better able to stand the wiuter 
and the lifting process of the frosts. 
In this respect, last xvinter xvas the 
worst we have hod for years, and did 
more toward injuring our prospects for 
a seed crop this year than any other 
cause. Agaiu, the l*eneiit of this for­ 
age as a mulch is verjigreat, especially 
in preventing heaving by frosts. 
Now that xve have th** crop through 
the xvinter aud making a fine groxvtli 
in the spring, the first enemy xve en­ 
counter is the clover seed midge, an 
insect whose history and habits the 
most of us are uot very familiar xvith, 
but whose capabilities to destroy an 
cut ire aced crop are none the less an 
this account. 
Our entomologists, whom xve employ 
to study the habits of these pests, tell 
us that the crop of midge that destroy 
the seed are hatched on the first, or 
hay crop, of forage, and that clipping 
the first crop liefore June I, in this lar- 
titude, when the midge crop <s ’.it the 
egg state, destroys the entire crop of 
midge aud secure.* a seed crop. We do 
not have midge every year, but on 
midge years we lmx*e tile alternative of 
a bay crop aud no seed or a -ieeeI crop 
by sacrificing iiie hay. 
This was demonstrated here four 
years ago, when all clipped ground pro­ 
duced the finest crop of seed, and 
where the hay crop was allowed to 
mature, no seed xvas produced. Tile 
most wholesome advice on this point 
is for farmers to sow an increased 
acreage of clover, and in the spring 
when it comes time to clip, detenuiue 
just how much is needed for hay and 
can Im* put in good condition earlj7, aud 
clip all the rest. You then have an 
allowance of hay and are sure of a 
good seed crop. In other words, the 
seed crop is so profitable that you 
should make it a point to clip some 
ground every year. Theu you are sure 
of your oxvu seed to soxv and some to 
sell.

In both 
he years named the wheat tillered 
well and did not winter kill The 
time of sowing, preparation and fertil­ 
ity of soil ami alae of the wheat ker­ 
nels are all factors to be taken into 
^recount In deciding upon the quantity 
bf seed for an acre. The results ob­ 
tained at the Indiana station Indicate 
the desirability of sowing at least six 
pecks to an acre aa a rule. Most of the 
growers in Colorado have preferred to 
sow five pecks or seventy-five pounds 
to the acre.—Denver Field and Farm. 


C ora Fodder. 
The millions of acres of corn fodder 
that will this j7ear be cut up will add 
millions of money to our nation's 
wealth. Manufacturers hax7e developed 
successful machines to husk the ear 
aud cut and slit the fodder for stock 
food. Leading stock men and the ex­ 
periment stations estimate that horses 
xviii eat 75 to 80 per cent of this corn 
fodder hay, and the more bulky part 
of the stalk left makes the liest bed­ 
ding iu the world, as the soft, spongy 
pith absortis more of the liquid ma­ 
nure than will any other oemting. 
Com should lie cut before it gets dry 
and Im* well cured in the shock, then 
shredded and stored in the barn or 
tale*! up ready to ship. Stock will 
relish it and cat it in preference to 
timothy hajg and it makes quite as 
g*M}d feed. It is easily handled when 
packed away in the mow. It may be 
rim dowu a chute to the baru door, 
scooped up and carried in l*uskets. 
Care must lie taken to have the fod­ 
der well cured when shredded, lf It is 
too green or is wet, it will mold in the 
barn, and should not be fed.

Alloxy me to submit the folloxving 
drouth fighter. Take txvo pieces 2x4. 
Arrange like hoe harrow7 of olden days. 
Next Int re a quarter-inch hole every 
three inches, beginning at the front 


end two indies from the end; also 
holes in crosspiece at tile rear end. 
Theu get some good sled wire spikes, 
to Im* had at any store, and drive one 
into each hole. Cover the heads of the 
spikes xvith a cleat—one screxv in cadi 
end. To narrow, take out one screw, 
turn cleat arouud, knock out the spike, 
return the cleat. The beaut xviii guide 
the depth, aud xviii produce as fine a 
dust mulch as can be obtained, it xviii 
be noticed tlmt the spikes in cross­ 
piece behind are sloped liackward. 
Tltej7 also should be txvo inches apart 
in crosspiece. I saved my strawberry 
patch xvith this tool last summer. This 
should be suffldent evidence after the 
drouth xve experienced. Friends, try 
this cheap liome-innde tool; it xviii pay 
you.—C. II. Groningcr in Practical 
Farmer.

The average 
customer who asks for samples is re­ 
quested to leave her name and address, 
and the goods will be forwarded to 
her. This is especial^7 the case lf she 
xx’auts what is called a “line of sam­ 
ples,’ that is. pattern after pattern of 
Hie same style and species. Every big 
shop emploj’S its fifties of persons, 
whose duty it is to attend to nothing 
save the cutting tnd sending of sam­ 
ples. “We never spend less than $2,- 
500 a year in goods to cut up for sam­ 
ples,” said a mail department manager 
of oue firm, “and sometimes the sum 
is much larger.’ It is generally under­ 
stood among dry goods houses that all 
samples sent are to be returned. Of 
course, dressmakers are always fa­ 
vored with samples, which they are uot 
requested to return nor pass along to 
their next-door neighbor. They are a 
privileged, because remunerative class. 
The new order of things in the sample 
line is due to the crazy-quilt fad, which 
costs many merchants a lot of money 
and no end of annoyance.—New York 
Letter.

H arveatlag and T hreshing Bran*. 
I have tried several implements for 
harvesting, and have found (he sulky 
ploxv. with the mold-!ward removed, 
does the hest xvork. Drive so as to 
plow up each row of beans, of course, 
taking but one roxv at a time. Oue 
team xxii! ploxv up xvhat fo.ir men. fol­ 
lowing xvith forks, can pile. It takes 
about four rows of beaus for one row 
of piles. The next day, early iii the 
morn intr. shake the beans so as to gflt 
cli the dirt out. By doing this earlj*, 
while the dew is pn them, the beans 
xviii not shell. Tliej7 will be ready to 
thresh in about three otpfotir daj s, ac­ 
cording to the weather. If they arc 
stacked there should be a foundation 
of poles, or something similar .so as 
not to have any I wa us touch the 
ground, as those in contact with the 
ground xxiii get biaek and cause un­ 
necessary picking over after they are 
threshed. 
Beans can be threshed successfully 
with a ©’lieut separator .simply bj’ re­ 
ducing the speed ot tile cylinder and 
increasing the speed of’the separator. 
The manner of reducing the speed of 
the cylinder is very simple, being done 
by placing a fourteen or fifteen-inch 
pulley on the shaft of tile engine. It 
is somewhat difficult to give a definite 
rule on increasing the speed of the 
separator. I liax’e fixed fix-e or six 
separators, aud find a difference in 
every one. One xvay is to enlarge the 
pulley on the cylinder shaft that cou- 
vej’s the jwwer to tile separator; an­ 
other is to reduce the first ptillej7 on the 
separator. Be sure to have plenty of 
speed on the fan, as it requires more 
xvind to clean (leans well than for anj’ 
grain.—Frank Rivers, in Farm, Stock 
and Home. 


H o llins Cow Peas. 
The prex’ailing method of threshing 
(hulling) cow peas, is the old-fashioned 
hand flail, xvhich is quite effective, but 
very slow, aud, therefore, unsatisfact- 
orj’. A cheap baud-power machine for 
the purpose is a desideratum. I have 
often heard of machines that claimed 
to haiwest and thresh cow peas at one 
and the same operation, hut I have 
never seen one. At this station xve use 
an ordinary power grain thresher and 
shaker, run at a low speed, and find it 
very effective and rapid, the only ob­ 
jection being that many of the peas 
are broken or split by the spikes. This 
objection xxiii be likely to lie against 
anj’ machine that does the work rap­ 
idly. After 
running 
through 
the 
thresher and shaker, the peas and 
chaff are then put through an ordinary 
grain fan mill. Of course it should he 
understood that the peas are In the 
condition of “peas in the hull,” separat­ 
ed from the vine, as they are generally 
gathered in the South. 
There Is very little sale or use for 
bulled peas in the South, except Tor 
teed. As a role, the farmer gathers 
enough in the pod to supply seed aud 
some for his .cows, to lie fed iu tho 
hull. The most profitable way to use 
the crop as food is to eonx7ert the 
vines into hay or ensilage, saving only, 
enough peas for seed. For thse par-' 
poses the crop should be moxvn xvhen 
just a few of the pods have become 
grown, or have arrived at the stage 
when they are suitable for the farm­ 
er’s dinner table. The harvesting of 
the ripe pods, by picking with the 
fingers, is, like cotton picking, the most 
expensive detail of the crop, and 
should be avoided as far as possible. 
An expert band may pick in this way 
aa much as txvo or three hundred 
pounds of pods, equal to two or three 
bushels of clean peas. The old rule 
required one hand to “pick and thresh 
out” one bushel of clean peas in a day. 
—Prof. R. J.Kedding, Georgia Experi­ 
ment Station, in Rural New Yorker. 


The Cora Shredder. 
L ist sason’s experience xvitli com 
shredders and huskers lias developed 
several objectionable features, the 
most serious being that they are too 
.expensive and that the rodder too fre­ 
quently moulds wilt n baled or stored 
in mows. The first xviii gradually dis­ 
appear. As the machines boronic more 
genera 11.v introduced and used, the 
first cost xviii he less, and competition 
among owners xxiii necessitate a re­ 
duction iu charges for work by the 
acre. Tin* matter of knowing how to 
keep tit** fodder properer is more seri­ 
ous. and experience akene can deter­ 
mine the hest method of storing. That 
it can bo kept hardly admits of doubt. 
The problem is certainly not more dif­ 
ficult than that of determining just 
how drj* hay must lie before it tau be 
put into the stack or baru. A little pa­ 
tience and a few trials will clear tip 
the lack of knowledge on this point. 
It certainly xviii Im unwise to discour­ 
age tile use of tilt* shredder because a 
few farmers have not been entirely7 
successful with it. While some have 
failed, many have been pleased xvitli 
results, aud find the shredder fodder 
exeelleut feed for horses, cattle aud 
sheep. 


A G reat Torpedo Conflict. 
During the visit of the members of 
parliament to Portsmouth a naval offi­ 
cer told an amusing story of last year’s 
aq val maneuvers. While the xvarships 
were stationed in iMUtgli Foyle there 
xvas au alarm of a torpedo attack at 
night. Instantly the guns opened fire 
aud blazed away at the torpedo boat. 
The next morning the admiral request­ 
ed each captain to send iii a report of 
the number of torpedo boats lie had 
seen and the quantity of ammunition 
he had expended. The reports were in­ 
teresting Some officers had seen six 
torpedo fonts, some four, others three 
and others txvo. Only one captain de­ 
clared that lie had seen no torpedo 
boat and had fired no shot. The others, 
however, had used an enormous quan­ 
tity of amunitiou. It turned out that 
there had not been a toriMnlo boat 
within thirty miles of the lough, and 
the torpedo boats seen from tile ships 
were in truth a single coal barge.—Lon­ 
don World.
